F or m onth s he had been th ink ing it 
ov er, pondering the v ast qu estions of 
moral and intellectu al liberty , of which 
he was to be the historic tru m pet.

m orning he c a m e to m e and said: 
‘I 
am not strong enou gh, bu t T m u st do 
it.’

burn far an d con sume sev eral other 
thron es before the flames are quen ched . 
Poor little Man uel lost his crown 
ov ern ight. 
The rev olution was won 
almost as soon as started . 
Hard ly 
had the world heard th at there was 
fightin g In Lisbon un til it was met 
with the proclamation of the n ew re­ 
public. 
T here was talk that Great 
Britain 
might 
in terfere, 
but 
Great 
Britain had n o time to in terfere. 
Be­ 
fore Down in g street had awaken ed 
to the fact that somethin g was hap­ 
pen in g it was all ov er. 
News Broken Hastily. 
The 
first 
En glan d 
kn ew 
Man uel, 
lookin g apprehen siv ely 
behin d 
him 
an d all out of breath, arriv ed sud d en ly 
at Gibraltar, just in ad v an ce of the 
Portuguese boot. 
As soon as he could 
collect his n erv es en ough to write he 
sen t back a letter tellin g his ex-sub­ 
jects th a t liis hurried exit had beeu 
in v olun tary, which they alread y kn ew’, 
an d that ills leav in g was In n o sen se 
an abd ication . 
That w as also super­ 
fluous, as It was n ot n ecessary for 
him to abd icate. 
Portugal had atten d ed to all the lit­ 
tle d etails in that lin e. 
When a kin g s 
j lov in g subjects chase him across the 
bord er, 
with the w arn in g n ev er to 
! come back, it is n ot a m atter of su- 
| preme im portan ce w hether he abd i- 
! cates or n ot. 
Charles 1. an d Louis 
XVI. d id n ot abd icate, but their head s 
d id , which serv ed the sam e purpose. 
M an uel’s letter was somethin g like n 
fired employee writin g back to his 
boss th at he had n ot resign ed . 
The stage lias had man y high kick­ 
ers who could flick off a John n ie’s hat, 
but Mile. Gaby Deslys is the first that 
ev er kicked off a kin g's crown . You 
kn ow about Gaby? 
She is the little 
Fren ch d an seuse with whom Man uel 
was so sm itten that he had her d own 
in Lisbon an d d an ced atten d an ce on 
her before the shocked eyes of the n a ­ 
tion . 
In Paris they called her the un ­ 
crown ed queen of Portugal. 
Well, Gaby Deslys (pron oun ce it De­ 
lee) had n ot a little to d o with brin g­ 
in g on the rev olution . 
T he Portuguese 
are n ot a n ation of prud es, but they 
d o object to their exalted ruler makin g 
lov e to n d an ce hall girl in public. 
It 
got on their n erv es. 
Blow at Hered itary Right. 
Not on ly d id they tire of Man uel’s a t­ 
ten tion s to Gaby, but they grew* a trifle 
weary of Man uel himself. 
They saw 
the In con gruity of a tw en tieth cen tury 
state placin g at its head a boy scarce­ 
ly out of his teen s simply because he 
happen ed to be somebod y’s son . 
H e­ 
red itary kin gship might n ot look so 
absurd w ere there also such a tilin g as 
hered itary brain s, but that there is 
n ot the history of royalty abun d an tly 
testifies. 
Sin ce 
Portugal is som ethin g ov er 
2.000 years old she con clud ed she was 
grown up an d was en titled to a grow n ­ 
up ruler. 
So she d ismissed her boy 
kin g with his d an ce hall lov e affairs 
an d elected as her presid en t the most 
d istin guished man of letters in the 
realm. 
Théophile Braga is a poet, author 
an d id ealist, who liv es in a cottage 
an d who has suffered lon g for his re­ 
publican prin ciples. 
T h at the rev olu­ 
tion ists chose such a man to head the 
n ew’ republic shows n ot on ly that their 
hearts are in the right place, but also 
that some poets ore houored before 
they are d ead . 
Portugal is but on e more lin k in 
the chain of republics that is to en ­ 
gird le the w’orld . 
The first lin k of this 
chain was the Un ited States of Amer­ 
ica. 


America Republican Progen itor. 
W hen our Declaration of In d epen d ­ 
en ce was ad opted there was n ot a real 
republic on the face of the earth. The 
Swiss republic d id n ot properly come 
In to existen ce un til m an y years later. 
In 1776 Switzerlan d w’as un d er a can ­ 
ton al gov ern m en t correspon d in g some­ 
w hat to our articles of con fed eration . 
The so called Dutch republic w’as aris- 1 
tocratic, an d thè stad thold er was v ir­ 
tually a hered itary kin g. Not on ly so. 
but there had n ev er been a republic j 
accord in g to the n ew id eals. 
The re- 
J 
publics of Greece an d Rome an d later 
those of Italy were on ly so In n ame. 
The birthd ay o f the American re 
public w as really the d aw n of the re­ 
publican age In all the world , the glory 
o f which we hav e n ot as yet begun to 
see. 
Herein Is the chief hon or of 
America. Compared to It our material 
splendo r Is but cheap and v ulg ar. We 
ho ld the ho pe o f the wo rld. Our to rch

He d on ated a year's salary to 
head a subscription when W ashin g­ 
ton ’s army n eed ed mon ey an d later 
w en t to Fran ce to appeal for fun d s 
from the Fren ch kin g. 
He wrote on 
brown wrappin g paper by the light of 
the campfire, usin g a d rum head as a 
d esk, those immortal essays that were 
read at the head s of the regimen ts 
an d that were d escribed as “ half bat­ 
tles.” 
Pain e* was at the birth of the Fren ch 
rev olution an d placard ed Paris when 
the kin g took flight, helped to write 
the d eclaration of rights an d was the 
con sisten t frien d of Fran ce through­ 
out the struggle, goin g to prison an d 
brav in g d eath for his con v iction s. 
He 
pen n ed the “ Rights of Man ." which set 
En glan d on fire for liberty an d which 
later helped the peaceful rev olution 
which swept ov er that coun try. 
He 
ev en arran ged with Napoleon to write 
a n ew republican con stitution for En g­ 
lan d when the Corsican should make 
his projected in v asion . 
But Napoleon 
failed him, as 
he failed in almost 
ev erythin g else of real worth to man 
kin d . 
Pain e a True Forecaster. 


Un d er the v ery shad ow of the guil­ 
lotin e Pain e risked his reputation by 
writin g for religious liberty. 
He pro­ 
posed the republic of Europe. He fore­ 
cast most of the reforms that hav e 
occurred sin ce his d ay. amon g them 
the eman cipation of the slav es, the 
en d of d uelin g, the ago of peace, the 
sin gle lan d tax an d the rights of wo­ 
men . 
He wrote. "The world is my 
coun try, to d o good ray religion .” 
If W ashin gton was the F ather of His 
Coun try, to Thom as Pain e will be re­ 
serv ed a yet higher title.
